This Second Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement is being submitted to cure 
the formal errors and deficiencies noted by the Examiner in the First Supplemental Information 
Disclosure Statement. 

Item 1 of the Second Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement (the Affidavit 
of John McGlone) was obtained from an employee of Diagnostic Instruments Limited of the 
United Kingdom. Exhibits A, B, and C to the affidavit correspond to items 1,2, and 3 of the 
First Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement. 
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As to Exhibit A (item 1 from the First Supplemental IDS) the Examiner inquired as to 
the authors of the document and the publication date. The authors remain unknown, but the 
manual was published on or about September 11, 1992. 

As to Exhibit B (item 2 of the First Supplemental IDS) the Examiner stated that the 
material should have been submitted in affidavit form. John McGlone's affidavit accomplishes 
this, explaining that exhibit B is a reference book that explains how the PL-302 instrument 
operates. 

As to Exhibit C of the McGlone affidavit, the Examiner indicated again that this 
information should be submitted in affidavit form. Therefore, the McGlone affidavit by 
reference incorporates the information of the previous e-mail into the affidavit and, therefore, 
it is respectfully submitted that the e-mail is in condition for consideration by the Examiner. 

The second item of the Second Supplemental IDS corresponds to the ninth item of the 
First Supplemental IDS. The authors of the brochure are unknown. The Examiner objected 
to this document on the grounds that it had no publication date. The original submitted 
herewith shows a publication on July 29, 1992. 

All of these documents are submitted out of an abundance of caution to ensure that the 
Examiner is fully aware of the state of the prior art. It is believed that all claims define over 
any combination of the various references that have been cited and considered by the Examiner 
and these re-submitted references. 

This statement is believed to be incompliance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 
(c) and 1,98, including submission of the enclosed full-text copies. 

By this submission applicant is not admitting the materiality of these references; they 
are merely submitted to ensure full compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.56.
